1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 34,36 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kawara et al.'249, who shows a unitary razor body with all of the limitations as seen in 
figure 9. The flywheel vibration device (150-152) is in proximity to the blade mount 
(132). The blade is vibrated along its cutting edge (lines 43-45, column 2). 

The sleeve is shown best in figures 3 and 4. The sleeve is the portion of the 
housing that surrounds the motor. 

3. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant has overcome the rejection under 35 USC 112. 

Applicant argues that Kawara does not show "the vibration device is positioned 
inside a. protective sleeve that is within the unitary body of the handle (i.e., the head 
region)". Examiner opines that Kawara does not show a sleeve inside of a unitary body 
of the handle, nor inside of the head. However, none of the claims recite this feature. 
The claims recite " the protective sleeve being positioned within the head region". A 
"head region" is an area that has the head. Kawara's sleeve is within the "region" of the 
head. 
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To sum, Applicant has chosen overly broad language to claim his device. It 
appears that it would not be difficult to come up with new language for the sleeve that 
would distinguish over the Kawara reference alone. 

All claims are drawn to the same 
invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier 
application.
